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Indiana State 
Library Gives 
Good Service 


Taking advantage of the offers of 
free or cheap lands that came with the 
opening of the mid-west section of the 
nation, tens of thousands of families 
moved from the New England and the 
Southern States and established homes 
in the new territories which soon were 
large enough to become fullfledged 
states of the union. An immense amount 
of genealogy belongs to that section, 

More and more researchers are con- 
stantly learning that one of the richest 
fields of real “pay dirt” is to be found in 
the Indiana State Library in Indianapolis. 
lis Genealogy Division is a full-fledged 
department of the State Library which 
functions as a specialized institution in the 
field. Outside of Chicago, it is recognized 
as the most complete genealogical library 
in the mid-west. At present it contains 
more than 10,000 volumes, 650 rolls of 
microfilmed records and quantities of 
manuscript materials, The microfilm 
files cover the earlier records of births, 
marriages, deaths, wills and deeds, as 
far as these are available, from 49 older 
counties of Indiana, which is more than 
half of all the counties in the state. There 
are also copies of the early U.S. Censuses 
of Indiana, Ohio and Kentucky. 

In 1949 the Genealogical Division of 
the Indiana State Library was augmented 
by combining the genealogical materials 
of the Indianapolis Public Library with 
it as the best means of carrying out the 
provisions pf a $50,000 bequest to the 
Public Library and letting the Genealogy 
Division of the State Library serve also 
as the Genealogy Department of the Pub- 
lic Library. 

All of the most outstanding of the 
general works of genealogy are found on 
the shelves of the State Library. Numer- 
ous indexes aid the researcher in quickly 
finding the material he desires. Upwards 
of a hundred genealogical periodicals, 
half a hundred or more genealogy bulle- 
tins, and more than a hundred different 
state historical society publications are 
on the shelves of the Division, 

War material forms a large and im- 
portant feature of the Genealogy col- 
lection, the largest of which is that of 
the Revolutionary War, for which rosters 
of all states possible to obtain are 
available. 

The United States Pension records of 
the Revolutionary War, published in

Lofland Family 
Produces New 


Group History 


After twenty years of collecting gene- 
alogical data on her branch of the Lof- 
land family, Jewell Lofland Crow, 3225 


Lovers Lane, Dallas 25, Texas, last year 
brought from the lithograph press her 
eight by eleven, “History of the Family 
of Lofland in America and Related Fami- 
lies, their settlements, migrations, mar- 
riages ,and military achievements.” 


The reason for the compilation of the 
family data, Mrs. Crow explains in the 
Foreword, “While collecting of family 
data has become a hobby, the motive re- 
mains the same — namely, the desire 
that my daughter and two granddaught- 
ers may know to whom they are related, 
together with the hope that such know- 
ledge now, or at some future date, may 
prove pleasing or instructive or pos- 
sibly furnish some measure of inspira- 
tion from the lives of some of the more 
gifted members of the family.” 


Mrs. Crow descended from the follow- 
ing line: Charles Hinton Lofland, 
Matthew Clarke Lofland, William Smith 
Lefland, Smith Lofland, Dorman Lof- 
land, Jr., Dorman Lofland, Sr., John 
Loughlen (Lofland), and Dorman Laugh- 
land (Lofland). 


Originator of the line was Dorman 
Loughland (Lofland), who was born 
about 1647 in Northampton County, Vir- 
ginia. The next in line, John Loughlen, 
established his family in Sussex County, 
Delaware, some time early in the 1700s. 

Mrs. Crow claims that the surname 
originated in the tenth century with 
the descendants Loclam, Lord of Cor- 
comroe, Clare, Port County Clare, Ire- 
land. Originally the family formed one 
clan with the O’Connors of Clare. In 
Ireland the family can trace its descent 
from an early day Viking. 


The family history is based on legal doc- 
uments found in different Virginia court 
houses. 


The record contains about twenty-six 
pages of interesting family pictures. 


Data is given on about 290 individuals 
bearing the Lofland name and about 
1,200 bearing about 440 related indivi- 
dual different surnames. 


A copy of the book has been presented 
to the Cache County Genealogical Li- 
brary. 


Family econ 
Should Register 
In Next Issue 


The time is at hand when the of- 
ficers of all family organizations should 
register the name of their association, 
its officers and their addresses for pub- 
lication in the March issue of THE GEN- 


EALOGICAL HELPER. This is the only 
source from which researchers can keep 
abreast with the constantly changing 
personnel of these organizations. 

This service was inaugurated with the 
March, 1956 issue. In that number were 
registered 196 organizations. In the March 
1957 issue, 325 organizations were reg- 
istered. It is anticipated that upwards 
of about 500 family organizations will 
be listed in the March, 1958 issue. 

There is no vanity or self-glorification 
attached to this idea. These names are 
not published to bestow any honor to 
or adoration of any of the organiza- 
tions or its officers. They are published to 
notify all individuals of similar sur- 
names of the existance of the organi- 
zation so that they can avail themselves 
of whatever histories or genealogical in- 
formation the organization may have. 
Most families throughout the nation 
have members living in various states. 
Some of them have been out-of-contact 
with the rest of the family members so 
long that they know little or nothing 
about them. Many of these family asso- 
ciations have brought together long-lost 
branches of the family tree, and thus 
made the family histories and genealo- 
gies more complete. 

To defray in a small part the ex- 
penses incident to the publication of in- 
formation concerning these worth-while 
organizations the same small registra- 
tion fee as first set is charged, To reg- 
ister each family organization a fee of 
50 cents is set. This will include the name 
and address of the organization and the 
name and address of the family genea- 
logist. For each additional name and ad- 
dress, such as the president, vice presi- 
dent, and/or the secretary, an extra 25 
cents will be charged. For instance, the 
names and addresses of the organiza- 
ticn, the family genealogist, the presi- 
dent and the secretary would be one 
dollar. 

Letters containing further information 
relative to this service will be sent to 
séveral hundred family organizations 
and their officers on or before January 
15, 1958. They should be filled out and 
returned as close to February 1, 1958 as 
possible, (See page 151 for form.)

1835, have been indexed by name and 
county for all the states mentioned. 
“The Roster of Soldiers and Patriots of 
the American Revolution Buried in In- 
diana,” compiled by Mrs. Roscoe C. 
O'Byrne for the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution, as well as rosters for 
several other states, are among the in- 
valuable records in the library. 

For the War of 1812 there is a fully 
indexed photostat roster of the men of 
Indiana in the militia. Rosters of War of 
1812 soldiers of a few other states are 
also available. Records of Indiana men 
in the Civil War and later wars are 
kept in the Archive Division, 

Census records obtainable in the Gene- 
alogy Division include the federal 1820 
and 1830 census of Indiana, which are 
indexed. Also available on microfilm are 
the federal censuses of Indiana for 1840, 
1850, 1860, 1870, and 1880. The complete 
federal census for i790 forms part of 
the available material. 

Among the most treasured parts of the 
library are the family histories of Indiana 
and adjoining states. Some of these 
have been purchased for the library 
while most of them have been donated. 

All Indiana material is arranged ac- 
cording to county. W. P, A. indexes con- 
tain marriage records from 1850 to 1920, 
and birth and death records from 1882 
to 1920 for many of the Indiana counties. 

The Genealogy Division serves as a 
depository for the many compilations 
of records prepared by the various chap- 
ters of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution in Indiana. These include 
Bible records, marriage records, wills, 
deeds, probate records, cemetery records, 
items from newspapers, court order 
books, land grants, etc. Some of these 
are on microfilm and others in book 
or manuscript form. 

The Indiana Historical Society Pioneer 
Committee has for years had as its 
project the collection of pioneer ceme- 
tery records. These are also housed in 
the genealogy division. 

Harold F. Brigham, director of the 
Indiana State Library, has a well-trained 
force of library workers eager to as- 
sist the researcher within reason. How- 
ever, the actual research must be done 
by the patron.

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Gather Valuable 
Data From Old 
Stockton Papers

How often we hear of someone who 
went to California during the Gold Rush 
and was never heard from again. A new 
book, the first to be published by the 
San Joaquin Genealogical Society of 
Stockton, Calif.. may hold the answer 
for many searchers with such long-lost 
westering ancestors. 


In those early days Stockton was the 
gateway to the golden hills, the funnel 
through which the Argonauts poured to 
reach the fabulous Eldorado of the 
Sierras, and the first sizable town to 
which they returned on their way to the 
ribald entertainments of San Francisco. 


They came up the San Joaquin River 
by boat; they came by stage, on horse- 
back and afoot. They bought their picks 
and shovels, pans and grub, possibly a 
burro, and started out for the diggings. 
One of the wide business streets of 
Stockton (now a city of 125,000) is called 
Miner Avenue because, more than a 
century ago it was the main trail the 
miners took to such storied places as 
Angel’s Camp, Columbia, Volcano, Hang- 
town, Poker Flat and Jenny Lind, 


All the reckless, hazardous life of the 
period is vividly reflected in the vital 
statistics of the years 1850 through 1855, 
which have been painstakingly compiled 
from the columns of the earliest news- 
papers printed in Stockton. Included are 
innumerable births, marriages and deaths 
from the surrounding valley and the 
mining towns of the Mother Lode. These 
attest to the frequency and violence of 
murder and account for many who were 
swallowed up in this wilderness of 
greed. 


Of special interest to the genealogist 
is the fact that these transcriptions ante- 
date all recorded statistics in San 
Joaquin County, except for a very few 
marriages which were recorded as early 
as 1854. 


Alphabetized for each year with mar- 
riages cross-referenced, the book, which 
is mimeographed on good quality paper, 
contains more than two thousand names 
and will be ready for mailing prior to 
January 15. 


As the object of the Society is to make 
these precious statistics available'to as 
many searchers as possible, they are 
being offered in paper covers at an ex- 
ceptionally low pre-publication price.

Handwritten meterial 
has caused considerable trouble in the past—with dates, names and places 
being misinterpreted. 

4. The name and address of the querist must appear on each and every 
question submitted to the Question Box. 

5. Queries of general interest on any genealogical subject will receive 
top priority. Others will be considered in the order in which they are 
received. 

6. More than one question may be sent in by one person, but they may 
not be answered at the same time. If you send in more than one question 
and have a preference as to which is answered first, label them as to first, 
second and third choice, etc.

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Early Oregon Land 
Claims In Book Form 


Descendents of Oregon Pioneers before 
1853 will always be greatly indebted to 
the Genealogical Forum of Portland, 
Oregon, and its special committee of 
fourteen energetic women who have pro- 
duced a most valuable document, a kind 
of foundation for all genealogical re- 
search in the Beaver State. The compila- 
tion which has just come from the press 
is called, “Genealogical Material in Ore- 
gon Land Claims, Abstracted from Appli- 
cations.” This is Volume One of an an- 
ticipated set of two or three volumes. 

The greatest number of the early Ore- 
gon settlers, the records show, came from 
Missouri, Kentucky, Virginia, Ohio, In- 
diana, Tennessee, Illinois, New York, 
Pennsylvania, North Carolina, South Car- 
olina, Connecticut, Iowa, Maryland, Mas- 
sachusetts, and Vermont. 

Each abstract shows the certificate 
number of the settler, his name, Oregon 
county in which he lived at the time of 
the application, date and place of birth, 
date and place of marriage, wife’s given 
name and surname when it appears in 
the record, date he settled his claim, 
names of those who signed affidavits in 
behalf of the settler. These signers often 
times were friends or relatives of the 
family. 

If a variation of the spelling of the 
surname exists, the individual will be 
indexed under all names. Women are list- 
ed under all names given of her in the 
record — maiden name, married name, 
or name if married more than once. 

Volume one contains 2,500 of the 5,289 
claims filed in the Oregon City Land 
Office. Other volumes will contain the 
additional 2789 filed in that office, 2,141 
claims filed at the Roseburg Land Of- 
fice, five at The Dalles, and two at the 
Le Grande office,

open to inspection and examination at 
reasonable times and under their sup- 
ervision by any person, except as other- 
wise expressly provided by law. 

The bill provides for a fine of $25 
against any official refusing or neglect- 
ing to obey the law in that respect.
